Uuesplained. 


In Captain King's "Trial oi a Stafl

mandant of cadets at West Point. The 
commandant's tent was a great place for 
fighting battles over again. 


One day six or eight of us were gath- 


ered there, and the floor was held by one 
ef those blatant gentlemen who, having 
graduated before the ci-vil war, and hav- 
ing had just as good a chance KS the gal- 
lant band of ambitions young lieuten- 
ants who rose to be generals, had pre- 
ferred the safety, .ease and slow promo- 
tion of mustering and disbursing ditty, 
and whose only bi'evet was for the ser- 
vice of the "recruitment oi' the armies of 
the United States." 


For some reason or other such men 


have often been prone to disparage the 
services of successful men, and to. at- 
tribute the promotion over their heads 
of such soldiers as Upton and Custer to 
political influence. 
So Major 
was 


on this day holding forth about luck in 
the line, ending with this startling state- 
ment: 


""Well, now, Upton's another instance. 


Of course, I don't mean to say but what 
you fought all right, old fellow, when 
you got a chance, but you won't deny 
that there were fellows who went 
through the -whole war with the regu- 
lars, stuck to their regiments or bat- 
teries, got wounded time and again, and 
only got a brevet; but here you are a 
lieutenant colonel, and never got a 
scratch!" 


Considering the fact that Upton had 


been wounded in three different engage- 
ments, he might have been excused for 
making a pointed reply, but he only 
smiled quietly, as ho eat writing at his 
desk, and said: 


"Well, there are lots of men who think 


just as you do, I've no doubt." 


Different Kinds of Gold. 


"Most people suppose," says an as- 


sayer, "that all gold is alike when re- 
fined, but this is not the case. An ex- 
perienced man can tell at a glance from 
what part of the -world a gold piece 
comes, and in some cases from what part 
of a particular gold district the metal 
was obtained. The Australian gold, for 
instance, is distinctly redder than the 
California, and this difference in color is 
always perceptible, even when the gold 
is 1,000 fine. Again, the gold obtained 
from the placers is yellower than that 
which is taken directly from the quartz. 
Why this should be the case is one of 
the mysteries of metallurgy, for the 
placer gold all comes from the veins. 
The Ural gold is the reddest found any- 
where. 


"Few people know tha real color of 


gold, as it is seldom seen unless heavily 
alloyed, which renders it redder than 
when pure. The purest coins ever made 
were the fifty dollar pieces that used to 
be common in California. Their coin- 
age was abandoned for two reasons: 
First, because the loss of abrasion was 
so great, and, secondly, because the in- 
terior would be bored out and lead siVb- 
stiteted, the difference in weight being 
too small to be readily noticed in so 
large a piece. These octagonal coins 
were the most valuable ever struck."— 
New York Tribune.

Fox blades were celebrated all through 


the Sixteenth and Seventeenth centuries 
for their excellent temper, and mention 
of them is frequent in English drama. 
This i's their history: There was a cer- 
tain Julian del Bei, believed to be a 
Jloriseo, who set up a forge at Totedo in 
the early part of the Sixteenth century 
and became famous for the excellence of 
his sword blades, which were regarded 
as the best of Toledo. That city had 
for many ages previous been renowned 
for sword malting, it being supposed that 
the Moors introduced the art, as they did 
go many good things, from the cast, 
Julian del Rei's mark was a little dog, 
which came to be taken for a fox, and 
so tho "fox blade," or simply "fox" for 
any good sword. See "Henry V," act 
iv., scene 4, "Thou diest on point of 
fox." 
The brand came to be imitated in 


other places, and there are Solingen 
blades of comparatively modern mnnu- 
facture which still bear the little dog of 
Julian del Rei.—Notes and Queries.

THE BONDED RAILROADS. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


Tbe Commissioner of Railroads has sub- 


mitted his annual report to the Secretary 
of (he Interior. 
It says that for the last 


year there has been an increase in the gross 
receipts, but a fallins off in the net earn- 
ings of the roads which are indebted to the 
Government. These roads are paying into 
the Treasury eaoh yoar all that the luw re- 
quires them. So it appearf, it is not the 
fault ol the railroads, but of the law- 
makers, that the indebtedness oC the roads 
increases annually. The statements of the 
Commissioner show the total gross receipts 
ot the bonded roads for the last year to 
have been $28,045,000; the net eatninga, 
$6,059,000; the Government requirement, 
$1,7*0,000; of which §1,610,000 was paid 
in. 
The total bonded debt of the mibei- 


dizsd roads up to December 31, 1890, TBS 
$112,513,000. The debt increased because 
the percentage required by th» law to be 
paid into the Treasury does not create a 
Bum equal to the interest tho Government 
has to pay on the subsidy bonds. 


The Commission has little doubt of the 


ability of the principal bonded roads to 
eventually meet all their obligations to the 
Government, bnt the sum of these obliga- 
tions are apparently beyond the possibility 
of payment in money at their maturity. 
Some plan of. refunding, he thinks, must 
be devised to give the roads time, and he 
strongly urges that some action be taken 
looking to a settlement between tho roads 
and the Government. 


It ia to be hoped for the welfare of 


Nevada that the next Congress will settle 
the railroad indebtedness question. As the 
Government cannot very well own and run 
railroads and the Commissioner says (he 
roads cannot pay the amount of their in- 
debtness in money at their maturity, evi- 
dently the time for ill payment must be 
extended. 
If this is done the Central 


Pacific may endeavor to build np Nevada 
so as to increase its business in this Slat?, 
as there will then bo no necessity for ad- 
hering to the idea advanced by Mr. Slnbbs, 
that the Central Pacific is a bridge from 
Reno to Ogden. 


Chilt and tlio United States. 


Special to the Journal. 


SANTIAGO, Chili, October 5.—The Chil- 


ean Government baa go far evinced no in 
tention of abandoning its position that it 
has a perfect right to arrest persons os 
they outer or leave tho precincts of the 
American Legation, bnt while strenuously 
insisting upon possession of this abstracl 
right, the Government is at present mak- 
ing no attempt to put it in practice. Par- 
tisans of Balmaceda who took refuge under 
Minister Egan's roof, are still there and no 
arrests have been made during the past few 
days. It cannot be learned what the Gov- 
ernment has in contemplation, if any plan 
for asserting in the near future the right oi 
arrest that is claimed, bnt it ii thought the 
present unsatisfactory situation cannot b 
long in continuance. 
In accordance wit! 


instructions received from the State Do 
parlment at Washington, Minister Egan 
has given the Junta to understand bj 
formal and official notice that if the Chil 
ean authorities continue to maintain their 
present attitude, the friendly relations be- 
tween Chili and the United States will be 
interrupted. 
The Junta's reply to this 


nctice is awaited with great interest. 
What Minister Egan's next step will be in 
case the reply ia unfavorable is not known. 
The United States flagship San Francisco, 
which is returning from the North, is ex- 
pected to ireach Valparaiso some time this 
week. 
When she gets into port the preaant 


plan of the American Minister is to ask the 
Chilean Government to allow the refugees 
now at the United States Legation to go 
on board the United States man-of-war 
Baltimore and take their departure from 
Chilean territory. 


THE UTAH COMMISSION. 


The Utah Commission, whose authority 


ia almost as absolute in that territory as 
that of the Czar in Russia, has submitted 
majority and minority reports to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. The majority report 
holds that in view of the fact that the 
Mormon Church has invariably dictated 
the political movements of its adherents, 
those who now doubt its sincerity may will 
be excused for doing ao. The Church b»s 
strenuously opposed every effort made, 
whether by the laws of Congress, the action 
of the Courts or of the Utah Commission, 
to put down polygamy. The minority re- 
port status that polygamous marriages in 
Utah have decreased to the point of virtual 
cessation and that it would be neither just 
or politic to eitend by law the range of ex- 
isting civil disabilities indiscriminate); to 
all Mormo&B. 


There are Gentiles living in Utah who 


attribute much of the ill-feeling existing 
between the Mormons and Gentiles to the 
Utah Commission. This Commission con- 
sists of five persons, who draw a salary of 
$6,000 a year from the Federal Governm ent 
for supervising elections and making an- 
nual reports on the condition of the Terri- 
tory. The majority of the members aro 
opposed to having the Mormons divide on 
National party linos, because such a division 
would, naturally, deprive them of office. 
They must, if possible, keep alive the feel- 
ing which existed between the Mormons 
and Gentiles years ago, for if that dies out 
Utah will be admitted a« a State and there 
will be no use for the commission. 


At tho election held in Utah last August 


the Mormons divided on National issues, 
their elders taking the stump in opposition 
to each other, and there ia no evidence that 
they were not as sincere as Gentile Repub 
licans and Democrats. To admit that they 
were on the part of the Commission would 
imply that thu Territory ought to be made 
a State, us it has a larger population than 
Idaho and Wyoming combined, and that is 
what a majority of the Commission do not 
want, as it would deprive them of lucrative 
positions at the public crib. 


Tho Donnlme Railroad.

SAN RAFAEL, Cal., October 5.—A case of 


great moment which may result 
in a 


change of the controlling power of the 
Donahue Railroad was heard before Judge 
F. M. Angellotti in the Superior Court to- 
day. The Donahue road is conceded to be 
the most profitable holding of the kind in 
this State. It embraces the main road 
from San Francisco to Ukiah, the Sonoma 
branch, Sebastapool and the Gnerneyville 
branches. The road traverses a section of 
about 170 miles of fertile valleys in the 
StatP. There is no opposition line. 


Tbe hearing was on a petition filed by 


the creditors 
of the 
estate 
of the 


late J, Mervyn Donahue. 
The prayer 


stated that the claims of the petitioners had 
been filed and allowed over a year ago and 
that no disposition was ever shown to set- 
tle said claims. 


The First National Bank by S. 0. Mur- 


phy, President, has the 
largest claim, 


amounting to $30,000. 
There were also 


two claimants for lesser sums. 


After arguments by attorneys, Judge An- 


gellotti rendered a decision in favor of the 
petition, holding it the duty of the execut- 
ors to at once sell such portion of tho es- 
tate aa would enable them to pay lha cred- 
itor?. Mr. Ilanlon on behalf of the con- 
testants filed an objection and further hear- 
ing was continued to Wednesday, 
It is 


rumored that a local stock company will be 
formed and the interest bought and held in 
this Stale.

That Act, ns is well known, waa 
one of the moat unpopular ever passed by 
the Nevada Legislature. It is in the power 
of the Board to popularize it to some ex. 
tent by dealing fairly with the people and 
the railroads, but 
if, 
as is rumored, 


the Board discriminates in favor of tho 
railroad-! by increasing their valuation 
fifteen per cent, and against the public by 
increasing the 
assessment of 
private 


property thirty per cent, public opinion 
will be more pronounced than ever against 
the Act and the Board.

has been experimenting in this, says that 
sorghum sugar will bring about three 
cents ti pound and pos&ibly four cents.

Fooled by a Filibuster. 


A. P, Hulse, late of the custom house,

The 
vessel was loaded with filibusters for 
Walker and was overhauled by a revenue 
cutter. 
An officer went aboard in the 


night with instructions to seize the ves- 
sel and bring her to Mobile. Maury, 
who was equal to the emergency, pre- 
pared himself by unshackling the anchor 
from the chain and fastening a lantern 
to a pole. When the vessel arrived at 
Dog River bar it was hailed from the 
cutter and ordered to come to. 


Then came the order, "Let go yonr 


anchor!" 
Maury let go. "Pay out 


thirty fathoms of chain!" was tho next 
order. Maury ran the chain through 
the hawser hole and over the rail back 
on deck. Ho was ordered next to hoist 
a light, which he did by lighting the 
lantern already affixed to the pole and 
sticking the latter in the mud. He then, 
when all was quiet, put off down the 
bay, leaving the cutter watching the 
light, which it did until morning. 


In the meantime the officer from the 


cutter, who was in charge of the filibus- 
tering vessel, was down in the cabin 
playing cards. On arrival at the en- 
trance of the harbor the officer was 
tapped on tbe shoulder and told of where 
they were and asked if he wished to go 
ashore. A boat was at his service and 
he took it, returning to the cutter in 
time to share the chagrin of his mates.—

Electricity That Kills. 


Dr. C. F. Chandler of the Columbia 


School of Mines says: "An interesting 
misapprehension that exists in the minds 
of a good many persons is concerning 
the vital dangers that lurk in the pres- 
sure of, say, 1,000 volts. The newspapers 
often tell us that a man has been killed 
by such a pressure, whereas, in fact, 
such a pressure alone couldn't kill a 
humming bird. 1 have frequently caught 
in my handfsparks possessing an electro- 
motive force of 100,000 volts without 
feeling anything more than a very slight 
burn. 


"The danger arises only when the 


volts are re-enforced by a good many 
amperes or currents, as when one takes 
hold of a charged wire. Then one feels 
a shock that is unmistakable, because 
force of a great many currents in tho 
wire suddenly decompose all the fluids 
in the body. The salt in the blood at 
once turns to chlorine gas, and the man 
whoso veins are charged with this deadly 
poison cannot in reason be expected to 
live long." 


A Youthful Yankee's Ingenuity. 


A boy we know had some chickens of 


which ho had made pets. 
Ha and his 


father went to their work early in the 
morning, and while the rest of the fam- 
ily wero away for the summer it became 
a question how the chickens were to be 
fed with proper regularity. 


The boy was equal to the occasion. He 


took an alarm clock and fastened it se- 
curely to one side of the barn by means 
of two spikes. Next he hung a bucket 
of corn to a rafter and connected it with 
the clock by a stout cord.
